20 and 27 are not patentably distinct from claims 1-29 in 09/883552 because the instant claims call for a meat product 
containing a particular oilseed composition and the claims of the other application are related to just the oilseed 
composition. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have 
included said oilseed composition in a varety of foods depending on the particular preference of the consumer and to 
impart the particular positive attributes of the oilseed composition to other foods. Mr. Staheli agreed to submitting the 
necessary TD to overcome this potentional double patenting rejection. It was also agreed that claims 21-26 would be 
cancelled. Mr. Staheli will submit the TD within the next few weeks. No response is necessary for this interview 
summary . 
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
